Almost every day a new proposition fora 
Nicaraguan canal is advanced, and Repre- 
sentative Corliss of 
Michigan came to the 
front today with the 
latest scheme. The 
bill introduced by him 
authorizes the Presi- 
dent to purchase a portion of the territory of 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica—this government 
to have full ownership, jurisdiction, and 
sovereignty over the land acquired. The 
United States is to excavate, construct, oper- 
ate, and defend a canal of a depth and capac- 
ity which will be sufficient for the move- 
ment of ships of the greatest tonnage. All 
rights now held by the Maritime company 
are to be purchased, and $3,000,000 is appro- 
priated for this purpose. It also provides 
for the appointment of a Board of Trustees 
of nine members, not more than four of 
whom shall be engineers of the army and

Terre Haute, Ind., Dec. 19.—[Special.]—The 
crossing of electric wires in the show win- 
dows of the Havens & Geddes big depart- 
ment store, while a window trimmer was ar- 
ranging a winter scene of cotton and ever- 
greens, was the beginning of a fire which 
swept away a block of business property in 
Terre Haute tonight, entailing the loss of two 
lives almost beyond doubt and the destruc- 
tion of buildings and merchandise worth $1,- 
200,000. 

Besides those whose injuries are believed 
to be fatal, no less than a score were badly 
burned or crushed under falling walls.

The treaty is of seventeen articles, many of 
which are brief, while, as a whole, the docu- 
ment is much more concise than the public 
has been led to expect. 

The text of the treaty, which, of course, 
was published in Spanish, is translated to 
English as follows: 

„Article 1. Spain renounces all right of

“Article 2. Spain cedes to the United States 
the Island of Porto Rico and the other is- 
lands now under her sovereignty in the West 
Indies, and the Isle of Guam in the archi- 
pelago of the Marianas or Ladrones. 


Spain Gives Up Philippines. 
Article 3. Spain cedes to the United States

A line which runs west to east, near the 
twentieth parallel of north latitude, across 
the center of the navigable canal of Bachi, 
from the 118th to the 127th degree of longi- 
tude east, of Greenwich. From here to the 
south on the 127th degree of longitude east 
to parallel 4° 45’ of north latitude. From here 
following the parallel of north latitude 4° 46’ 
to its intersection with the meridianof long- 
itude 119° 35’ east from Greenwich. From 
here following the meridian of 119° 35’ east 
to the parallel of latitude 7° 40’ north. From 
here following the parallel of 7° 40’ north to 
its intersection with 116 longitude east. 
From here along a straight line to the inter- 
section of the tenth parallel of latitude north 
with the 118th meridian east, and from here 
following the 118th meridian to the point 
whence began this demarcation. , 


Twenty Millions for Spain. 

The United States shall pay to Spain the 
sum of $20,000,000 within three months after 
the interchange of the ratifications of the 
present treaty. 

“Article 4. The United States shall, during 
the term of ten years, counting from the in- 
terchange of the ratifications of the treaty, 
admit to the ports of the Philippine Islands 
Spanish ships and merchandise under the 
same conditions as the ships and mer- 
chandise of the United States. 

“Article 5. The United States, on the sign- 

ing of the present treaty shall transport to 
Spain at their cost the Spanish soldiers 
whom the American forces made prisoners 
of war when Manila was captured. The 
arms of these soldiers shall be returned to 
them. Spain, on the interchange of the rati- 
fications of the present treaty, shall pro- 
ceed to evaquate the Philippine Islands, as 
also Guam, on conditions similar to those 
agreed to by the commissions named to con- 
.cert the evacuation of Porto Rico and the 
other islands in the western Antilles, ac- 
cording to the protocol of Aug. 12, 1898, 
which shall continue in force until its terms 
have been completely complied with. The 
term within which the evacuation of the 
Philippine Islands and Guam shall be com- 
pleted shall be fixed by both governments.

The fire , Started at 5:30 o’clock and in- 
stantly the occupants of the big store were 
thrownintoapani¢. The flames spread with 
remarkable rapidity, and many narrowly 
escaped being caught in a death trap. Be- 
fore the fire department arrived on the scene 
the flames had climbed to the top of the 
six-story building and were bursting 
through roof and windows. Within an hour 
adjoining buildings on either side were in 
flames. Before 11:30 p. m., when finally the 
fire was thought to be under control, the en- 
tire block lying between Fifth and Sixth 
streets had been swept practically clear, 
with losses estimated at $1,200,000, divided in 
part as follows:

Besides the department store in which the 


fire originated, the firm of Havens & Geddes 
suffered the loss of a wholesale house and 
factory, also a six-story building in the 
rear of the retail store. The two buildings 
were joined by passageways on each floor 
except the second, and through these the 
occupants of the upper floors made their 
escape. About twenty clerks and other em- 
ployés, however, were caught on the second 
floor and compelled to jump, the stairways 
being ablaze. 

When it was seen the fire would be a 
serious one telegrams were sent to various 
cities asking for help and detachments were 
sent to Terre Haute by the fire departments 
of Indianapolis, Brasil, Marshall, and Vin- 
cennes. The reinforcements from Indianap- 
olis came on a special train that made the 
trip at the rate of more than a mile ina 
minute. 

One of the persons seriously burned was 
Albert Weinbrecht, the cashier, who, on 
hearing the alarm, set about placing all 
money and valuable accounts in the safe. 
As a result he had to run a gantlet of flame 
in escaping from the building. 
Ot the stock of Havens & Geddes not a 
dollar’s worth was saved in either build- 
ing. The. firm’s loss is two-thirds covered 
by insurance, 

The three firemen who were injured were 
caught in the Albrecht Building by the fall- 
ing walls of the Ford & Overstreet Building, 
which toppled over and crushed the smaller 
structure. After more than an hour's work 
Shea and Welsh were liberated, but Oster- 
loo, though still alive, was a prisoner until 
nearly midnight. His, recovery is doubted. 

The new Filbeck Hotel, opposite the block 
in which the fire occurred, was thought to be 
on fire at one time, but the prompt attention 
of the firemen prevented the charring tim- 
bers from bursting into flame. 

A heroic act on the part of a man named 
Peters, a traveling salesman from Chicago 
for the Baldwin music house, called forth 
cheers from the crowd watching the flames.

Give Signs of Peace. , 

Strange as it may scem, while the warships 
are here for a purpose and hold this city 
under their guns, they came as messengers 
of peace. The black war paint that was to 
be kept on as long as there remained any 
remote chance of a renewal of hostilities 
has been doffed. Some of the ships have 
changed color in the harbor in which the 
event occurred that was the direct cause of 
the war, in sight of the wreck of the Maine, 
with its masts still shewing. 

The Cubans and Americans on the wharf 
cheered the ships as they rode at anchor in 
their white splendor, and generally accepted 
them as a sign that there shall be no more 


war. 
Sale of Concessions Stopped. 

The transport Saratoga arrived at noon 
with the Tenth Regulars aboerd. 

Captain General Castellanos has issued 
orders forbidding concessions to be made in 
the island before the Americans assume 
control of affairs and declaring canceled 
those already made. 

President McKinley issued orders last 
week to the Evacuation commission to in- 
form officers of the autonomist government 
that the United States cisapproved of the 
disposition of concessions by them and the 
commission was empowered to stop further 
deals at once. The action of the Captain 
General, it is thought, will effectually put an 
end to what was a shrewd game of the au- 
tonomist government organized a year ago. 
Advertisements in Havana papers have been 
offeting for sale valuable concessions, in- 
cluding the right to construct and operate 
the Central railroad line of the island, in- 
cluding eleven branches of the railroad, and 
a network of electric tramways for Havana. 
Bids were requested for the franchises. 
These bijdg were to be opened Dec. 29, two 
days before the government. was formally 
to be turned over to the United States. 

The scheme was regarded as a good one. 
Many speculators are working with the 


| autonomist government with a view to being 


in on the ground floor. The decisive action 
of the Captain General puts an end proba- 
bly to many carefully arranged plans, al- 
though it is not impossible that some of the 
people who secured concessions will contest 
their rights in the courts.

AUSTIN MEMBERS OF TOWN BOARD 
MAKE FIFTY-YEAR GRANTS. 


Oak Park Trustees Bolt in an Effort to 
Save the Day, but MacDonald Is 
Carried from a Sick Bed to the Coun- 
cil Chamber and Completes the 
Needed Majority—Eight-Cent Fare 
Beyond Austin Avenue Is Fixed— 
Story of the Session. 


The Cicero and Proviso strect railway 
franchise extension ordinance was passed by 
a majority of the Cicero Town board at 1:40 
o’clock this morning, amid cheers from the 
score of retainers who had staid on watch 
in the Board Hall waiting for the expected 
to happen. The votes which carried the 
ordinance were cast by these trustees: 


Gunthorp, Rearden, 
Howell, MacDonald. 


While the three Oak Park members of the 
Cicero bord, Attridge, Utley, and Lewis, 
were at home asleep at 1 a. m., supposing 
that by bolting ‘they had defeated the at- 
tempt to force an cent fare and a 50-year 
franchise extension on the citizens of Oak 
Park by the Cicero Town board, the three 
Austin members of the board, Gunthorp, 
Howell, and Rearden, headed by President 
Emerson, drove three miles, through the 
mud and rain, to the residence of Trustee 
MacDonald in Clyde, literally carried him 
back to the Cicero Town Hall, and, with his 
assistance, passed all the franchise exten 
sion ordinances two hours later. ' 


Quick Work After the Bolt. 

Immediately after Trustees Attridge, 
Lewis, and Utley bolted the board meeting 
in hopes of preventing a franchise renewal 
until Oak Park could vote today on the 
question of separation, President Emerson, 
with the three Austin trustees and Attorney 
Clarence Knight of the Lake Street L' and 
Cicero and Proviso railway companies, ran 
to a nearby livery stable, secured two closed 
carriages, and, telling the drivers to lash 
the horses, drove like jehus southward 
through the mud and mire to the residence 
of Trustee MacDonald, who was then re- 
ported dangerously hurt and who held the 
balance of power in the board. MacDon- 
ald’s house is three miles from the Cicero 
Town Hall, at Twenty-eighth street and 
Clyde avenue in Clyde. 

MacDonald had been in bed ever since hav- 
ing a fall in the early evening, and had been 
attended by Dr. Bemis of Clyde. He was 
routed out of his bed and carried 
by his son, George MacDonald, and one of 
the trustees to the waiting carriages. The 
haste with which he was hurried out of his 
house was almost like that of a kidnaping, 
although he was known to be in sympathy 
with the Austin trustees and President 
Emerson in their efforts to give away Oak 
Park streets. The minute he was bundled 
into the cab the drivers were ordered to 
lash their horses and make the best time 
possible to the Cicero Town Hall. 

Mr. Yerkes had notified the board in the 
morning that he would accept no franchises 
granted by the board after last night’s ses- 
sion, and the board was still in session, it 
was held, during its race after MacDonald. 

The two cabs laden with the majority of 
the Cicero Town board reached the Cicero 
Town Hall 12: clock this morning. 
drivers Tad fairly rethed in 
their horses the members of the board in 
the cabs had crawled out. Trustee MacDon- 
ald’s son and Trustee Gunthorp took Trustee 
MacDonald in thefr arms and started across 
the muddy public square for the town hall. 


Splash Through the Mud. 

Tho rest of the party started for the town 
hall pn a dead run. They did not try to fol- 
low the sidewalks, byt splashed through the 
pools of muddy water half up to their ankies 
and rushed pell mell thto the town hall. The 
reason for this haste was that Attorney 
Charles S. Cutting and Attorney Pringle of 
the Town board had expressed some doubt 
about the right of the Cicero Town board 
to vote away the streets in Oak Park for 
fifty years on the exact day the people of 
Oak Park were to vote on separation. 

Trustee MacDonald, groaning and appar- 
ently suffering intensely from his fall, was 
jostied up the Town Hall steps to the Council 
room and deposited on a chair. Chief of 
Police Vallins was waked up by President 
Emerson and sént running across the public 
square to rouse a sleeping druggist and pro- 
cure a bottle of stimulant. He came back 
a few minutes later and Trustee MacDon- 
ald’s son George gave his father several lib- 
eral doses, which apparently revived him. 
He fell asleep once or twice during the rest 
of the session, but was awakened each time 
to vote. 

The Cicero and Proviso ordinance was 
approved and signed by Attorneys Knight 
and Pringle at 1:35 a. m. Five minutes 
later it was passed.

BRIBERY TALK 
10 GRAND JURY. 
Judge Waterman in His 


charge Refers Indirectly 
to Franchise Matters. 


Denounces Boodling and Says 
High Standing Should 
Save None if Guilty. 


RUMORS MAY BE SIFTED. 


to effect bribery were the principal subjects 
to which Judge Arba N. Waterman drew the 
attention of the December grand jury in his 
charge to that body yesterday. Judge Water- 
man stated in his address to the jurors that 
he had not known till five minutes before 
that he was to be called upon to instruct 
them in their duties. and that he was im- 
pelled by the common report that bribery 


to give them special instructions concerning 
the statutes relating to that crime. He did 
so, he said, entirely of his own volition. 

It was agreed on all hands that the re- 
marks of the court were calculated to put 
the members of the grand jury on their met- 
tle, and that a general overhauling of the 
fifty-year street railway franchise matter 
is iooked for. 

The jury found a docket of 188 cases 
awaiting it This is an unusually light 
docket, and the jury, which is sworn to serve 
two weeks, will have time for special work. 


Speaks of Evils of Bribery. 


I call your attention to this matter now 
because bribery of public officials is putting 
the knife at the throat of the nation itself,“ 
said Judge Waterman. “ This is a govern- 
ment of the people, for the people, and by the 
people, theoretically at least, and no such 
government can long or ought long to exist 
if the bribery of public officials elected by 
the people to serve the people is permitted to 
go unpunished.” 

The remarks of the Judge caused a sensa-: 
tion in the courtroom. Judge Waterman oc- 
casionally read from the statutes defining 
bribery and its punishment. The charge to 
the jury was in part as follows: 

Gentlemen of the Grand Jury: You have 
been called to perform one of the most im- 
portant duties that can devolve upon a citi- 
zen. You have to consider such evidence as 
may be brought before you. You have also 
the right of your own volition to investigate

He continued: | 
*‘ Bribery is frequently, when committed, 


the result of a combination of two or more 


persons to bring about bribery. Whenever 
two or more persons combine to accompilsh 
a criminal and unlawful purpose, or some 
purpose not in itself criminal, by criminal 
or unlawful means, such act is what is 
known as a conspiracy, and is punishable 
by imprisonment in the penitentiary. More- 
over, if those who are to receive, or who 
expect to receive, the profits of such criminal 
action act through agents, however indl- 
rectly, they are equally guilty with those 
who hand over the vile stipend for which the 
legal action is to be done. The statute of 
this State provides as to accessories.“ 


Social Standing No Barrier. 


After reading from the statute on this point 
and speaking of the evil effects of bribery 
on the community, the Judge said: 7 

“TI repeat again, there is no man whose 
position is, so high, whose wealth is so great, 
whose influence may be so extensive, that 
he is above the law, or that such an offense 
by him can bé palliated or excused for one 
moment: But you are not to indict any one 
upon mere rumor or suspicion. 

„The indictment of any individual is a 
serious matter, and all the more serious 
when the person is of ordinary good repute 
and leading an orderly life, whose going in 
and coming out has not in time past been 
thought to be dangerous to society.“ 

Speaking of the matter later Judge Water- 
man said: 

No one ever spoke to me about the fifty- 
year franchise matter in connection with 
grand jury investigation. It was not sug- 
gested from any source that I call the mat- 
ter to the attention of the jury. It was done 
solely upon my own volition. Accusations 
haye been made to the effect that boodle was 
about to be or had been used to bring about 
certain ends. My sense of duty as a Judge 
impelled me to call the attention of the jury 

oon after the grand jury was organized 
the members asked Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney Sprogle if there had been received any 
complaints or evidence concerning bribery 
in the City Council or elsewhere. Mr. 
Sprogle said there had not. 

Under the charge to the jury,” said he, 
“if any person has evidence, or knows of 
any one who has, he now has an opportunity 
to get the evidence before the jury.“

Ohio Senator Proposes Law to Build Up 
American Commerce—Payne Pre- 
sents Same to House. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 19.—Senator Han- 
na today introduced in the Senate and Con- 
gressman Payne in the House a bill entitled 
“A bill to promote commerce and increase 
the foreign trade of the United States, and 
to provide auxiliary cruisers, transports, and 
seamen for government use when, neces- 
sary.”’ 

The first section provides a graduated plan 
of compensation for all vessels in foreign 
commerce flying the American flag, from the 
slowest sailing vessel to steamships of 10,- 
000 tons burden, capable of making twenty- 
three knots an hour and upwards. Section 
2 provides that at least one-fourth of the 
navigating crew must be citizens of the 
United States. Section 3 provides for speed 
tests. Section 4 provides a bounty of §2 
per ton for all vessels engaged in the deep 
sea fisheries, requiring that at least one- 
third of the crew be citizens of the United 
States. 


to each sailor actually engaged in the deep 
sea fisheries. Section 6 provides safeguards 
for payments. Sections 7, 8, 9, and 10 make 
a general provision similar to the act of 1892, 
under which the New York and Paris were 
admitted to registration and the St. Louis 
and St. Paul were built, extended to all sim- 
flar vessels owned by American citizens. 
Section 10 requires that a certain number 
of American boy apprentices shall be carried 
on each American vessel and taught the art 
of navigation. Section 11 provides that in 
time of war all vessels under this act may 
be taken by the government and used as 
cruisers, transports, etc. Section 13 prevents 
all vessels built under this act from partici- 
pation in the coast trade or fishing. Sec- 
tion 14 provides that all vessels registered 
under the act shall carry mails if required, 
without other.compensation than that pro- 
vided in the act. It also provides for the 
cancellation of present mail contracts with 
American lines. 

The bill, it is explained, provides the same 
general system adopted in building up the 
German, British, and other foreign lines. 
All of the foreign countries engaged in com- 
merce, the proposers of the bill state, still 
maintain their lines by a system of compen- 
sation to a greater or less extent, some of 
them extending the system, as does this bill, 
to all the merchant marine registered under 
their flag.

London, Dec. 20.—According to a dispatch 
from Shanghai, the rebels have seized the 
Town of Chung Yang, fifty miles southwest 
of Ichang, Province of Hoo Pe, on the north 
bank of the Yangtse-Kiang, 200 miles above 
Chin Kiang Foo. They have massacred a 
French priest and 100 converts. 


ATTACKS COURT AND MINISTRY. 


Anti-Semite Deputy Creates a Scene of 
Excitementinthe French 
Chamber. 


Paris, Dec. 19.—There was a repetition 
this afternoon of the now familiar scenes in 
the Chamber of Deputies. M. Lasies, anti- 
Semite, interpeHated the government on the 
subject of the alleged indiscretions of the 
Brisson ministry in the Dreyfus affair. He 
accused the former Premier, M. Brisson, of 
violating the constitution, and violently at- 
tacked the Court of Cassation, whose Presi- 
dent, M. Loews, he said, was a brother of a 
German official. The speech of M. Lasies 
elicited uproar and protests. 

The Minister of War, M. de Freycinet, re- 
plied that he did not desire to appear as 
wishing to influence the decision of the 
Court of Cassation. But, the Minister 
added, while willing to submit to the court 
all the official documents in his possession 
he was absolutely determined not to sub- 
mit the secret batch of documents in the 
case, which, he pointed out, contained pa- 
pers affecting the security of the nation. He 
added that if the House did not approve of 
his attitude he was willing to resign. 

M. Lasies said he thought that under the 
circumstances‘ the revision of the Dreyfus 
trial was only a comedy, and he thanked M. 
Freycinet for furnishing official confirmation 
of the report that the secret batch of docu- 
ments so frequently referred to really ex- 
isted. He then withdrew his interpellation. 

After further debate, which became of an 
animated character, the Chamber, by a vote 
of 370 against 80, approved the attitude of 
the government. 

London, Dec. 20.—The French Court of 
Cassation, according to a special dispatch 
from Paris, has demanded the secret dos- 
sier, undertaking not to publish its contents. 


ANGLO-AMERICAN SENTIMENT. 


Earl of Selborne Praises Salisbury and 
-Talks of the New Under- 
standing. 


Reading, England, Dec. 19.—At the open- 
ing of the Wellington club here today the 
Earl of Selborne, Under Secretary for the 
Colonies, discussed at length the foreign pol- 
icy of the government. In so doing he main- 
tained that the Marquis of Salisbury’s man- 
agement of the relations between Great 
Britain and the United States alone entitled 
him to the absolute confidence of the coun- 
try. The Under Secretary pointed out the 
change which had taken place from three 
years back, when both countries were dis- 
cussing the possibilities of war, which 
change would not have been possible except 
for the cool, firm, far seeing way in which 
the Premier had dealt with the Venezuelan 
difficulty. 


DAILY FIGHTING AT ILOILO. 


Spanish Vessel Arrives at Manila with 
Refugees and Stories 6f Insur- 
gent Disturbances. 


Manila, P. I., Dec. 19.—The Spanish steam- 
er Brutus has arrived here from Iloilo with 
345 native soldiers and seven priests on 
board. The officers report that fighting oc- 
curs at Iloilo nightly and that the merchants 
there are anxiously waiting the arrival of 
Americans to relieve the situation. The 
streets of Iloilo are almost deserted. 

The Spanish officers admit that it is impos- 
sible for them to. maintain their position at 
Iloilo unless they are speedily reinforced. 
They are surrounded by superior forces of 
insurgents, who are estimated to number 
25,000 men. Against them the 8 
have only 2,500 rifles.

FIRM OF MASON 
_BROS. FILES PETITION OF 
VOLUNTARY BANKRUPTCY. 


Schedule Shows Liabilities of $400,- 
000 and Assets of $790,000—Action 
Induted by Notes Falling Due and 


A petition of voluntary bankruptcy was 
filed yesterday by the surviving members of 
the faw firm of Mason Bros., 04 Washington 


| street, in the United States District Court. 


The petitioners, Henry B. and Henry E. 
Mason, scheduled lHabilities amounting to 
over $400,000 and assets of $790,000 The 
assets consist mostly of real estate. 

Incumbrances on the property and the 
death of Edward G. Mason were the causes 
for filing the petition. Many of the notes 
were about due, and the death of Mr. Mason 
made it impossible to renew them at once, 
For this reason it was decided that it was 
best to wind up the affairs of the firm, in 
order that justice might be done all of the 
creditors instead of favoring a few at the 
expense of the others. 

Henry B. Mason said last night that If a 
forced sale of the property was not precipli- 
tated and the affair could be carried along 
for a time he had hopes that the firm’s busi- 
ness might be wound up without any serious 
loss being incurred. 

The principal unsecured claims held by 
creditors amount to $32,000. All these debts 
are for money borrowed to carry on real es- 
tate deals. The unsecured creditor to whom 
the firm is most indebted is the First Na- 
tional Bank of Chicago, for $19,200. | 

There are a number of debts outstanding 
against Henry B. Mason “individually. The 
largest of these are in favor of the Berk- 
shire Life Insurance company of Pittsfield, 
Pa. -These aggregate $83,166 and are secured 
by notes and mortgages on property owned 
by the petitioners at 29 Delaware place, 
#2, 94, and 96 Washington street, and at Mil- 
waukee avenue and Columbia street. 

The trustees of the estate of Josephine 
Birney of New York claim $13,000; those of 
the estate of Mary C. Barnes of New York 
$13,500. The Connecticut Mutual Life In- 
surance company of Hartford, Conn., is a 
creditor in the sum of $32,000. Loans ne- 
gotiated through the firm of Peabody, 
Houghteling & Co., for the petitioners, 
amount to $110,000. A claim of $6,000 is in 
favor of the estate of Jediah H. Lathrop of 
Chicago. 

The individual indebtedness of Henry E. 
Mason amounts to little over $100. 

The assets of the petitioners as a firm con- 
sist principally of notes, the present value 
of which is unknown. The largest of these, 
for $6,500, is signed by A. L. Trobridge. The 
office furniture is valued at $1,000. 

The individual assets of Henry B. Mason 
consist almost exclusively of valuable prop- 
erty. The Delaware place premises are said 
to be worth $12,500. The Mason Building in 
Washington street is valued at $450,000. A 
house and lot at 1212 Michigan avenue is said 
to be worth $100,000, and the property at 
Milwaukee avenue and Columbia street is 
valued at $40,000. A tract of unimproved 
land, consisting of 163 acres, in the same 
vicinity, is valued at $100,000. His other as- 
sets consist of notes and policies, among 
which is a $1,000 University club bond. 

The assets of Henry E. Mason are a few 
notes, the largest of which is a claim against 
the other members of the firm for $1,975. 

The law business of the firm was princi- 
pally in connection with real estate deals, 
and it was generally supposed that the firm 
had a large and lucrative practice and was 
wealthy. The petition came as a surprise to 
lawyers and real estate men, who had re- 
garded the firm as perfectly secure. . 


JUDGE IN THE BOTKIN 
CASE SENDS DUNNING TO 
JAIL FOR CONTEMPT. 


Husband of Murdered Woman Refuses 
to Answer Questions in the Trial at 
San Francisco—Reporter Tells of Sus- 
picious Remarks [ade by Accused. 


San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 19.—[Spectal.]— 
The sensation today in the trial of Mrs. 
Cordelia Botkin, accused of having killed 
Mrs. John .P. Dunning of Dover, Del., by 
sending poisoned candy through the mails, 
was the commitment to jail for contempt 
of court of John P. Dunning, whose wife was 
the victim of the alleged poisoner. The 
Sheriff took charge of Dunning. Dunning 
had been on the stand. 

He declined to answer a question of At- 
torney Knight: The lawyer appealed to the 
court. Judge Cook ruled that the question 
was pertinent and must be answered. Dun- 
ning persisted in refusing to answer, and 
Judge Cook thereupon ordered that the wit- 
ness be turned over tothe Sheriff to be taken 
to jail until such time as he should be ready 
to answer. 

Dunning has not yet told in court, as it was 
stated he would, that Mrs. Botkin had 
threatened to poison him if he ever sought 
to leave her. 

Miss Lizzie Livernash, who worked on the 
case as a reporter, said: ‘I called on Mrs. 
Botkin in reference to the matter. Mrs. 
Botkin stated that she thought a friend of 
Mrs. Dunning sent the polsoned candies. 
I told her she was suspected of having sent 
the poison to Mrs. Dunning. Mrs. Botkin 
then became hysterical and moaned.“ 

Why should I be suspected? It would 
have been better to have killed the man and 
spared the mother to her child.“ 

Dunning on the stand said one day he had 
talked of his wife with Mrs. Botkin and had 
told her that Mrs. Dunning was passionately 
fond of candy. Shown the wrapper in which 
the candy had been sent to Dover, and 
also the anonymous letters, he said he was 
sure the handwriting was Mrs. Botkin's.

PARTY GOES TO AUGUSTA. 


Macon, Ga., Dec. 19.—[{Special.]—Wearing 
the gray badge of a Confederate veterans’ 
association, President McKinley this morn- 
ing addressed a great throng of people in 
this city from the reviewing-stand from 
which he had just watched the march of the 
regiments of the First Army Corps, en- 
camped at this point. 

Warm, drizzling rain commenced falling 
shortly after the arrival of the Presidential 
train at 8:30 a. m. 

But rain did not prevent the gathering 
of people all along the route to be taken 
by the President in passing a long line of 
seven regiments drawn up in parade and 
covering six blocks. 

A salute was fired from a cannon placed 
opposite the courthouse and manned by the 
Sheriff and his deputies. 

The President was met at the depot on his 
arrival by a committee of prominent citizens, 
— by Senator Bacon and Judge Emory 

er. 

Escorted by two troops of the Seventh 
Cavalry, Custer’s regiment, and three com- 
panies of the Second Ohio Volunteer Infan- 
try as bodyguard, the procession of thirty 
carriages passed through the principal por- 
tion of the city. 

As the President passed the monument 
erected to the memory of dead Confeder- 
ates, a marble figure of a Confederate sol- 
dier, he gravely raised his hat to the figure, 
calling out a fresh burst of cheering. 

Immediately after the review the stand 
was surrounded by 10,000 people clamoring 
for a word from the President. He was in- 
troduced by Judge Speer and spoke briefly, 


paying: 0 
Speech of the President. 


It gives me great pleasure to meet and 
greet the citizens of the City of Macon, with 
many of whom I have been associated in 
public life. It has given me pleasure to wit- 
ness the review of the soldiers of the United 
States. How much, indeed, has this nation 
to be thankful for at this hour! With what 
reverent gratitude we should express our 
thankfulness to Divine Providence, who has 
so tenderly cared for the American people! 
We have been at war with a foreign 
power. That war ended after 113 days of 
conflict, a conflict on two oceans, a conflict 
in the west and the east, 12,000 miles apart, 
with 50,000 of our soldiers on distant shores 
and 20,000 sallors and marines afloat, with 
a loss in army and navy of less than 2,000, 
and without the loss of ship or sailor or 
soldier or flag by capture. Never before was 
there a more magnificent army mustered 
and never was an army mustered for a holier 
cause or under a more glorious flag than the 
Stars and Stripes. 

On the 24th day of this month, the day 
before Christmas, our Peace Commission 
will deliver to the President of the Unit 
States a treaty of peace, peace with honor, 
peace with the blessings of liberty to strug- 
ing peoples East ahd West. 

“I congratulate my country on another 
fact: We have not only triumphed over our 
enemy, but we have triumphed over our 
tog prejudices, and are now a united coun- 

ry. 
“It has done my heart good to witness 
the demonstrations of patriotism from one 
end of this country to the other. Six weeks 
ago I went to the extreme West. I met the 
wave of patriotism there. I come to the 
South, and I witness the same spirit of loy- 
alty and devotion to a common country 
with a common faith, under a common flag. 

1 know this great audience wants to see 
the heroes of the war. 

“They are here with you—Shafter, and 
Wheeler, and Lawton, and Bates, and others 
who were conspicuous in the recent con- 
flict—and I give way that you may have the 
pleasure of meeting them and other dis- 
tinguished gentlemen who are in my party 
as I journey through the South.“ 

The President and party left Macon on 
their special train for Augusta at 11:30 this 
morning.

Those two 
countries have never yielded any of their 
sovereignty and probably never will do so. 
Senators like Mr. Morgan of Alabama, who 
have studied the subject for years, do not 


think there is any possibility of securing a 
“neutral strip of territory along the line 


t the canal, because that would mean 

the political scparation o: Nicaragua into 

two distinct territories—thus rendering it 
easy for revolutionists to control one part, as 
the army would necessarily have to be sent 
round the canal strip from one side to the 
other. 

Many Senators and Representatives call 
attention to the fact that joint control be- 
tween the United States and Great Britain 
would necessitate an offensive and defensive 
alliance to seoure the neutrality of the canal, 
and this could be accomplished, they hold, 
only by treaties with Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica, which those countries are not likely te 
negotiate. 

Count on Possible War. 
i—©ther members assert that Great Britain 
and the United States are commercial rivals 

and that as all treaties fail in case of war, 
one side or the other would close the mouth 
of the canal regardless of any treaty. 

Several members, who under other circum- 

ces might favor the joint control, op- 
e it publicly because they do not con- 
ider it politically expedient to advocate too 
lese a relationship with any foreign coun- 
and perticularly with Great Britain, on 
account of the strength of the Irish, Ger- 
man, and Scandinavian, vote, which might 
resent such an alliance. 
As the matter stands at present the only 
cessions granted by Nicaragua and Costa 
are purely commercial, and unless new 
privileges are obtained, Great Britain and 
the United States could secure no political 
control of the canal, except by force.

‘Stockholders of the Club Meet to Elect 

‘| @ Board of Directors, and While the 
Question of Reopening the South 
Side Course Is Only Discussed In- 
formally Secretary Howard Says 
There Is No Likelihood of Its Re- 
maining Unused. 


Rumors which have been circulated since 
‘the legal proceedings against the Washing- 
ton Park club officials that there is little 
possibility of resuming racing at the park 
next summer seem likely to prove false, and 
there is every probability that a meeting will 
be held next year under the auspices of the 
club which will insure the running of the 
great American Derby and perhaps a few 
harness events of a high class in addition to 
the running races. 5 

At the meeting of the stockholders, which 
was held at the Wellington Hotel yesterday 
to elect the directors for the ensuing year, 
the matter of racing was not the topic for» 
discussion, but the subject was discussed 
later informally, and, while none of the mem- 
bers would admit anything which would in- 
dicate the policy of the club in regards to the 
future racing at the. park, it was said 
that there. is plenty of time to discuss 
that topic later, and action may be taken at 
any time when the members feel so disposed. 

It is not likely that the track, which is 
one of the most famous in the country, will 


remain idle during the coming season,“ said | 


one of the officers, *‘ and since the advent of 
the. good times which have come general 
racing which always follows along in the 
wake of prosperity may also follow in this 
case.“ 


The club is not doing anything towards 
taking steps to foster any racing bill in the 
Illinois Legislature, but it is admitted such 
law would be welcomed. Secretary Howard 
of the club said yesterday: I am in favor 
of any such law, and would like to see a bill 
passed similar to that in vogue in New York 
State, which has been upheld by the Supreme 
Court, and, while it prohibits the club from 
conducting betting, it gives the bookmakers 
a chance.“ 

The members of the club have not ex- 

pressed any definite idea concerning the 
future of the club's racing interests, but since 
every one ot the members is heartily in favor 
of racing, and as the meeting last year wasa 
great financial! success, it is not likely that 
the racing will be cut off the list. 
Secretary Howard said there were times 
when the club dropped the racing question 
for a while, and the membership dropped ac- 
cordingly, but when the club planned the 
meeting last year the club had over fifty of 
its old members come back and apply for 
reinstatement. 

While the club has been idle the members 
have turnéd their attention to golf, and sev- 
eral of them would rather play ghat game 
than bother their heads for a while regarding 
the racing, which can come up for discussion 
at any of the monthly meetings of the club. 

The first meeting of the new Board of Di- 
rectors will be held in January, at which 
time there is a possibility that the subject of 
racing will be discussed and some decision 
reached.

WISCONSIN WAGON MANUFACTURER 
DIES AT PASADENA, CAL. 


Maker of the Famous Bain Wagon, 
Which He Commenced Building in 
1852—Was a Native of New York, 
but Moved to Wisconsin in 1844 and 
Embarked in Hardware Business 
is Fortune Is Estimated at Four 
Million Dollars, 


Pasadena, Cal., Dec. 19.—[Special.]—The 
death of Edward Bain of Kenosha, Wis., 
which occurred here at 11:80 o’clock last 
night, was totally unexpected. The cause 
was pulmonary apoplexy. On account ofa 
slight cold his physician forbade him to 
take his customary drive yesterday morning 
and he reluctantly gave it up. Shortly after 
11 o’clock his breathing suddenly became 
labored and short, and before assistance 
reached him he expired in the presence of 
his wife and granddaughter.

For his day he had exceptional advantages 
for a start in life. After attending the dis- 
trict school he spent a year at Kinderhook 
Academy and an equal length of time in an 
academy at Lenox, Mass. At 16 years of 
age he was bound out for five years to a 
hardware merchant of Albany, and then de- 
cided to try his fortunes in the West. = 

During a visit with a friend in Wisconsin 
he was favorably impressed with the State, 
and in 1844 arrived at Southport Village, now 
Kenosha, with a stock of hardware. 

For twenty years he engaged in the hard- 
ware business, and during the last half of 
that period his brother Lewis, now traveling 
in Europe, was his partner. 

In 1852 Mr. Bain purchased the wagon fac- 
tory in Kenosha established by Henry Mitch- 
ell and J. V. Quarles and embarked in that 
enterprise. Mr. Bain proved himself a com- 

etent and successful business-man, and 
rom a yearly output of a hundred wagons 
made by hand he increased the product to 
15,000 vehicles and established a business of 
national reputation. 

In 1882 the Bain Wagon company was in- 
corporated with a capital stock of $400,000 
and Bain elected President, which position 
ne had held ever since.

As in most 
High Church cases of the disease, 
Believer. Father Brown's ill- 
ness was of short 
duration. 

Father Brown was always, from his ear- 
liest days, an advocate of the Puseyite move- 
ment, or high church doctrine. As a result 
of his work the Church of St. Mary the Vir- 
gin was built in 1870, and the young priest, 
then only 29 years old, was installed as rec- 
tor. 

The new church showed in its services a 
distinct departure from the methode of wor-

Genevieve Clark Wil- 
son. Rarely have the beautiful solos been 
interpreted with such intelligence and with 
so true and lovely a voice. From her first 
note in the exquisite recitatives follow- 
ing the Pastoral Symphony Mrs. Wilson 
acquitted herself with honor and impressed 
the audience more and more with the dig- 
nity and beauty of Handel's immortal com- 
position.

The Bostonians have hardly found a 
Robin Hood or even a Serenade in the 
new comic opera Ulysses,“ by Mr. Roland 
Phillips and Mr. Niedlinger, produced last 
night at Powers’ new theater. The com- 
poser, knowing perhaps the company he was 
writing for, has hardly attempted to do 
more than string together a stated number 
of songs and choruses of a rather serious 
nature which might be sung in church 
without impropriety or at least at a charity 
bazaar. 

In carrying out his task Mr. Niedlinger 
has been almost lavish of his richness and 
has succeeded in doing some exceedingly 
good work. The first soprano solo—a slum- 


der song—given to Porphyra, a martial strain 


for Ulysses, a duet between Ulysses 
and .Circe in the second act, an- 
other between Agamemnon and Porphyra, 
Circe’s song in the second act and her song 
in the third, not to speak of two bass solos 
for Polemachus and some pretty concerted 


music for the sirens—all show a pretty turn 


for melody and a graceful originality. 
Unfortunately Mr. Niedlinger’s resources 
as an. orchestrator are extremely meager, 
and this deficiency militates strongly against 
the effectiveness of his music, which often 
sounds thin and amateurish for no other 
reason. In the second place he has been 
débarred from writing anything in a comic 
vein because there is neither a soubrette 
mor a comedian in the company—if Mr. 
Brown is excepted, and he has no music to 
ging. The consequence is that Mr. Niedling- 
er, being handicapped in the one direction 
where comic opera composers have a distinct 
advantage, has produced music which, while 
often full of. merit, is. bound to become mo- 
notonous through three long acts and leave 
only a mild impression of prettiness behind it. 
The Bostonians, who last night seemed 


mostly as old as Homer, after all their years 


of experience, are nothing but amateurs 
yet, and it was not surprising to find that 
few of them knew their lines with any ap- 


proach to perfection, none of the costumes 


except those worn by Mrs. Jessie Bartlett 
Davis and Mr. MacDonald seemed to fit, no- 
body appeared to have the most remote idea 
oft what the story meant, and what stage 
business there was seemed totally irrelevant 
to the plot. It this had actually been the 
first performance there might be some ex- 
cuse for such a melancholy production, but 
the piece has already been tried in Pittsburg 
and there Is absolutcly no reason why actors 
and singers, who enjoy such a reputation as 
the ‘Bostonians, should present such half- 
cooked stuff to a long suffering public. 

The one redeeming feature about the per- 
formance was the singing and acting of Mrs. 
Jessie Bartlett Davis, who not only looked 
extremely well as Circe, but knew her busi- 
ness and brought some life into what was 
otherwise the dullest..of entertainments. 
The composer has given her the lion’s share 
of the music, but her voice, with ts rather 
remarkable compass, was quite equal to

Little need be said about the book of the 
opera, because apparently lbrettists have 
given up attempting to do more than write 
Bostonians. The plot of 
Alysses was given in these columns yes- 
terday, and it might be repeated now if only 
it mattered in the least, but it certainly 
doesn't. There might be some telling situa- 
tions in the story, but they are not utilized 
and the whole working out of the plot is in- 
consequent and insignificant. Incidents are 
brought in, such as the stealing of the scroll 
from Circe, which are quite meaningless, and 
the situations invariably miss fire. As for 
the dialogue it would be unfair to judge it 
recited as it was last night with hardly a 
spark of intelligence, but if the truth must 
be told there is hardly a genuine touch of 
wit or humor that lingers in the memory.

Direct bank- 
Ans intercourse between the United States 
and the South American republics will, it 
alleged, be profitable to those conduct- 
g it and a great saving of money to buy-

PRIVUMPH FOR THE PEOPLE. 

The fight in the City Council against the 
iniquitous street railway extension ordi- 
nance has been won by the people, and the 
Mayor will not even have the trouble of 
vetoing it. The Council itself, by a narrow 
majority of one vote, knocked the whole 
scheme of the. traction companies in the 
head by referring the ordinance to a com- 
mittee that will never let it see daylight 
again until after the Allen law is repealed. 


that the jig is up. Before the companies 
ean get their franchises extended they will 
have to see their boodling tactics publicly 
rebuked by the repeal of the Allen law. 
After that they can get a reasonable ex- 
tension by contracting to pay the city what 
the franchises are worth. 

For the present, if there is to be any 
more fighting on the part of the companies, 
it will be transferred to Springfield when 
the Legislature meets next month. But the 
public condemnation of the traction com- 
panies’ methods is already stamped upon 
that body, and a majority of the members 
stand pledged to repeal the iniquitous Allen 
law. If the street railway companies un- 
dertake to prevent the repeal of that law 
they will find it a bigger and more costly 
job than the passing of it. But why should 
they seek to prevent its repeal when they 
can get nothing at all from the Council as 
long as it stands on the statute books? The 
best thing they can do is to take their medi- 
cine and then accept a twenty-year fran- 
chise on the city’s terms. At present they 
can get nothing at all. 

As was expected, the traction companies’ 
minions in the Council last night produced 
their dummy ordinance, intended to be a 
mark for the Mayor’s veto. It combined 
features which the city could never grant 
with others which the companies never in- 
tended to give. It was intended to make a 


. little moral capital for the traction com- 


panies and their cappers, who could point 
to the ordinance after it was vetoed and 
pull a long face over the fine offer that the 
Mayor had stubbornly rejected. But they 
were denied even that slim satisfaction.

WIRELESs details in the dispatches an- 
TELEGRAPHY nouncing the success ot Pro- 
4 Success. fessor Van ride Nailen’s ex- 


periments in wireless te- 
legraphy in San Francisco, but the news pos- 
sesses interest in spite of its meagerness. The 
San Francisco scientist has profited by a 
visit to the Italian engineers, Marconi and 
Della Riccia, and has put their discoveries 
into successful operation in the United 
States, apparently with some improvements 
of his own. It is now several years since 
Edison and certain European electricians 
demonstrated the possibility of transmitting 
messages in the Morse code without wires, 
simply by the utilization of induction. This. 
is a much more modest and commonplace. 
process than the one which Tesla thinks he 
is about to perfect, but it nevertheless sug- 
gests many valuable possibilities. The fact 
that Professor Van der Nailen has been able 
to telegraph through brick walls, and even 
through a whole block of n Francisco 
business structures, is a confirmation of 
what a certain London ex nenter recent- 
ly announced his ability to do. Curiously 
enough, the limitations of this sort of tele- 
graphing were also demonstrated in this San’ 
Francisco experiment, for the sounder sud- 
denly began to repeat a message from some 
outside source—probably from some neigh- 
boring Western Union wire. To be success 
ful the use of wireless telegraphy in its pres- 
ent state of advancement will require isola- 
tion from disturbing currents. It still re- 
mains to be proved that the discovery can be 
utilized in any practical way. 


WILL RATIFY THE TREATY. — 
A report of an interview with the mem- 
bers of the American Peace Commissioners,

It 
is now believed that the treaty will receive 
the support of many who are the outspoken 
enemies of expansion. If they wish here- 
after to make an issue of the question of 


surrender of the islands to their inhabit- 


ants or to some other power or their re- 
tention, they may have the privilege of 
doing so, but there are strong reasons for 
believing that they will revise their opinions 
before 1900. They could scarcely choose a 
more effective means to secure their own 
overthrow than by the attempt to undo the 
results of American valor and statesman- 
ship won in the late war. 


FRIENDLINESS OF THE FILIPINOS. 

Admiral Dewey’s recent interview with 
an Associated Press correspondent at 
Manila is a blow to anti-expansionists of 
all kinds. It shows that there will be no 
trouble in dealing with the Filipinos and 
in governing the islands as American de- 
pendencies. It also shows that the Ameri- 
can naval power at Manila is now secure 
against all outside opposition. The Ad- 
miral admits that prior to the arrival of 
the big monitors he was uneasy, but now, he 
says, “I am ready to hold this position 
against the whole earth.” 

The croakings of the mugwumps and 
Bryanites about the hostility ot the Philip- 
pine natives are now thoroughly discount- 
ed. While Admiral Dewey has always 
wisely refrained from giving the insurgents 
any formal recognition, he has always 
believed in the friendliness of the Filipincs 
to the United States, and he now produces 
indisputable evidence to show that his faith 
has been well grounded in fact, With a 
view to learning the true sentiments of 
the islanders, the vessels of the Philip- 
pine fleet have recently visited the various 


ports, and officers have made tours inland 


to investigate the feeling of the people 
and to preach the doctrine of peaceful sub- 
mission to~ American rule. They have 
everywhere met with the most encourag- 
ing results. They have found a few ig- 
norant -agitators clamoring for inde- 
pendence, though even these invariably ad- 
mitted that they would be unable to stand 
without American protection. This alone 
shows that they do not know what they 
mean themselves by independence, except 
that it is something which would give them 
a chance to start a local insurrection for 
the selfish purposes of their own personal 
advancement, The great majority of the 
Filipinos have no use for these professional 
agitators, and even if some of these should 
succeed in raising a riot at one point or 
another, it could amount to nothing, for 


there is no popular sentiment to support an 


uprising. 

Admiral Dewey says every day that 
passes brings a growth of friendly feel- 
ing toward American occupation and weak- 
ens the former hold of the agitators. 
Aguinaldo and his insurgents are keeping 
up a brave show, but they are merely 
imitating Spain in this regard, with a view 
to getting the best possible terms for 
themselves when the day of settlement 
comes. The Admiral suggests it would be 
advisable for the United States to pay 
the insurgent troops their arrears of wages, 
after which they will disband in a friendly 
mood. The fact that they are now re- 
leasing the sick Spanish priseners, in spite 
of Aguinaldo’s pompous refusal! to do so, in- 
dicates their conciliatory attitude. The sum 
needed to pay off the insurgent troops 
would be but a trifle for Uncle Sam, which 
would be a reasonable recognition of the 
slight aid rendered by them in putting an 
end to Spanish domination, and which 
might have a valuable effect in winning the 
loyalty of the native troops. 

In the meantime the Manila newspapers 
are doing good work by printing conciliatory 
articles both in Spanish andin English, In 
short, every influence in the islands is now 
tending to stop the friction that might have 
developed into troublejf not wisely handled. 
The eagerness of the American volunteers 
to obtain their discharges at Manila and go 
into business in the islands is a good sign 
of the healthy state of things there. It 
knocks the mugwump predictions of trouble 
endwise. Admiral Dewey believes there 
is an unlimited field in the Philippines for 
American planters, miners, and industrial 
pioneers, and he will undoubtedly do what 
he can to aid volunteers in settling in the 
islands when the time comes for their mus- 
tering out. These mep will rapidly spread 
American ideas and a proper respect and 
love for the Stars and Stripes among the 
natives. 

All these things show that there will 
be no trouble in handling the Filipinos. 
Give them justice, light taxes, fair play, 
and open markets, and they will become 
unitedly loyal to the United States with- 
out asking to become States in the union. 
They are already thankful to the United 
States for saving them from Spanish bond- 
age, and as soon as they learn the bless- 
ings of an equitable American rule they 
will be no less thankful to be taken and 
kept under the strong and kindly wing of 
the American eagle. That will put an end 
to the yawpings of Bryan and his mug- 
wump allies about ruling without the con- 
sent of the governed. : 


JUDGE WATERMAN’S CHARGE. 

Judge Waterman does not seem to have 
absolute faith in the integrity of Aldermen 
or of traction companies. Had he believed 
them models of virtue he would not have 
taken pains to tell the December grand jury 
that there is an impression in the communi- 
ty that the crime of bribery has been com- 
mitted and that its repetition is contem- 
plated. If the Allen law had not been 
enacted and ordinances under it applied for 
Judge Waterman would not have informed 
the grand jurors that if they find there is a 
conspiracy “to bribe any official, legisla- 
tive, executive, or ministerial,” it is their 
duty to indict those conspirators. Judge 
Waterman added for the further instruction 
of the jurors that “ the parties who expect 
to profit by this corrupt method may not be 
the ones who have handed out the corrup- 
tion money, but they are the ones u 
whom the real guilt rests.” 

These remarks of the Judge will not be 
received with pleasure in certain quarters. 
The complaint will be made that his ob- 
servations are uncalled for and are not in 
good taste, and that when the Judge states 
that “no man’s position is so great or his 
wealth so extensive that he is above the 
law” he is merely enunciating a general 
proposition which has no specia] application 
to anything which is happening now. The

PROGRESS Britain's project for obtain- 
AFRICA. ing a continuous stretch of 


territory in east Africa 
from Cairo to Cape Town has been accom- 
plished by the expedition of Major MeDon- 
ald, which has made its way northward from 
Uganda to Lake Rudolph and is now on a 
branch of the Nile which will soon bring it 
down to Fashoda. Here it will meet the 
forces of General Kitchener, thus linking 
the Egyptian territory with the lake coun- 
try by a continuous line of British stations— 
for Major McDonald has established such 
stations all along his route. This gives the 
British one more valid claim on which to 
base their intended possession of the whole 
eastern border of the continent. Any future 
French expedition that cfosses the route of 
Major McDonald's explorations will find the 


ground preémpted even more unquestion- 


ably than did Major Marchand when he ar- 
rived at Fashoda. The French have evident- 
ly recognized the impossibility of thwart- 
ing the British plan for a new empire in 
Africa. The Fashoda incident appears to be 
closed, and France will have to content it- 
self with holding as much of the Niger coun- 
try and of the Atlantic side of the Sahara 
as possible, giving up its ambition for an 
outlet to the Red Sea or the Indian Ocean 
on the east. It will not be many years be- 
fore a British railroad will be in operation 
between Cairo and the cape. 


CONGRESSIONAL REAPPORTIONMENT. 

A Washington dispatch states that some 
of the Republican Congressmen from this 
State are opposed to the enactment of a re- 
apportionment law by the General Assem- 
bly which will meet next month. That is, 
they want the present grossly unfair Demo- 
cratic gerrymander to be in force when 
Representatives are elected in 1900, and 
perhaps in 1902. For, while the General 
Assembly elected in 1900 will be notified 
how many House members Illinois will be 
entitled to during the next decade, it may 
not be able to agree on an apportionment. 
There is not one of these Illinois Congress- 
men who dislikes the idea of a new appor- 
tionment who will not admit that with a 
fair, equitable law the Republicans will 
elect three or four more Congressmen in 
1900 than they did in 1898 if they get the 
same majority ia the State. 
Then why should there be this objection 
to a new deal? It is due to the fact thata 
Congressman who has a safe district— 
a district where he is sure of a renomination 
and a reélection—does not wish to have it 
disturbed. The Congressman who has 
friends in endugh counties in his district 
to insure him a majority of the votes ina 
Congresssional convention objects to hav- 
ing his control of the political machinery 
interfered with. If one of the counties 
which he has made his by the judicious use 
of patronage is taken away and another 
county which he never has cultivated is put 
in its place he may be defeated for renom- 
ination. If in the new deal a man who has 
been representing another district is thrown 
into the same district with himself there 
may be an unpleasant fight for supremacy 
in the new district. ~ 

It is quite easy to see why a man repre- 
senting a district which ie Republican by a 
good big majority and who has matters so 
arranged that he can count on a renomina- 


tion should ébject to a shuffle of the cards | 


which may make the district unpleasantly 
close when the tide turns against his party 
or which may make his renomination doubt- 
ful. Every Congressman likes a sure 
thing.” But the personal interests of men 
whom the Republican party has put in the 
House of Representatives must be subordi- 
nated to the interests of the party which has 
made them what they are. The party does 
not exist for the purpose of keeping them 
in office but for the purpose of electing 
to oflice enough men to enable it to carry out 
its governmental! policies. 

_A gerrymander apportionment which in- 
sures the election of fourteen Republicans 
when the State gives 70,000 Republican 
majority may be satisfactory to those men 
whose calling and eiection are sure, but it 
is most unsatisfactory to the Republican 
party when it casts a vote which should 


give it seventeen or eighteen members, and 


thus strengthen its majority in the House. 
The next Legislature should be deaf to the 
pleas of Representatives that the comforta- 
ble districts which they have so well in 
hand shall not be interfered with. There 
should be a new, equitable apportionment, 
under which more Republican members can 
be elected. That is of more importance 
than the renomination and reélection of all 
the members of the present delegation. 


SMOKE-CONSUMING DEVICE. 

It the report given by the Iron Age of 
Mr. Pal J, Schlicht's invention of a sim- 
ple and inexpensive smoke-consuming de- 
vice is correct, one of the most important 
problems affecting the health and eleanli- 
ness of cities would seem to be in a fair way 
towards solution, The device is said to 
have been applied to a number of manufac- 
turing plants as well as house heating ap- 
paratus with most successful results. One 
of the most important experiments is that 
of the Barbour City Paving company of 
Long Island City, N. X., where it has been 
applied to three large boilers, each provided 
with a steel stack. The contrivance is de- 
scribed by the Iron Age as follows; 

Centrally on the top of each stack was inserted 
a short section of pipe of such diameter as to form 
an annular space between it and the stack of 
about three inches. It projected seven feet above 
the stack, which it entered eight feet. The addi- 
tion of these sections of pipe was absolutely the 
only change made in any way of the boilers or 
flues. Soft coal was used. Immediately upon 
firing a dense black smoke poured from the central 
pipe and faint spraye of smoke from the annular 
space. These almost immediately disappeared, 
and in a minute or two only traces of smoke could 
be seen issuing from the central pipe. All the 
boilers are run with closed doors. Mr. Fowler 


(the superintendent) informed our reporter that 
the actual saving in fuel since the introduction 


of this device was 11 to 12 per cent. 

This indorsement, coming from so high 
an authority as the Iron Age, entitles the 
invention to the most favorable considera- 
tion, especially as the device seems to com- 
bine in a remarkable degree all the elements 
of simplicity, cheapness, and successful 
operation, The effect seems fo be produced 
by the creation of two currents of air by 
the’ heat of the furnace; a cold current 
flowing down the stack from the outside 
and passing the hot current from the fire 
below, the combination causing the com- 
bustion of the black smoke and at the 
same time increasing the heating power 
of the fuel in the furnace, 

The heavy expense attendant upon other 
devices has been an obstacle to their adop- 
tion except in the largest establishments 
and then only to a limited extent, while 
the cost of the Schlicht device for each 
chimney, whether of a manufacturing es- 
tablishment or a house-heating apparatus, 
is estimated at the highest at $10 to $15. 
If this statement is correct it would not 
only bring it within the reach of all con- j

The 
Mayor and City Health department can- 
not give the matter a trial too soon-- 
though the abolition of the befouling ef- 
fects of coal smoke upon the atmosphere, 
upon goods in stores, clothing, furniture, 
carpets, books, windows, buildings, and’ 
houschold goods generally, should make it 
to the interest of every citizen to adopt the 
expedient without the exercise of any com- 
pulsory authority by the city government. 
Let the City Health board take measures 
to test the Schlicht device at the earliest 
practicable moment. Now is the season 
to do so in the most thorough manner. 
If successful it will confer the greatest 
boon Chicago has received since it became 
a city, and the authörities accomplishing 
the work will be hailed as public bene- 
factors. The experiment itself would cost

Success of Our Colonial Experiment De- 
pends Upon the Establishment of 
an Effective Civil Service. 


— 


The problem of ng our new pos- 
sessions ts one that calls for thought and 
discussion. Military rule must, aftera time, 
give way to civil administration, and, if we 
are to make a success of that administration, 
we must undertake it with a general sense 
of our responsibilities and a firm determina- 
tion on the part of the compelling majority 
not to allow home politics or politicians to 
interfere with efficient, just, and disinter- 
ested management of affairs. We shall 
doubtless make some mistakes through in- 
experience, with the best possible officials 
and the best possible system. But such 
mistakes are not our danger. Our real dan- 
ger is failure of our people to appreciate 
that they have a problem, and their ten- 
dency to leave the subject to politicians to 
solve as their own interests may dictate. 
That the American people, once aroused, 
would make a right choice between a good 
and a bad system of governing dependencies 
there can be no doubt. The important thing 
just at present is that they be aroused to 
the necessity of starting on right princi- 
ples. It is therefore in order that methods 
of government should be widely discussed, 
that systems which other natians have fol- 
lowed with success should be noted, so that 
when our legislators come to establishing 
island administrations they may have be- 
hind them a public opinion to support them 
in wise measures and warn them against 
unwise ones. | 

The address of Mr. Dorman B. Eaton be- 
fore the National Civil Service Reform 
league on Friday was a particuiarly timely 
and valuable plea for the administration of 
our dependencies under a strict merit sys- 
tem. Certainly all thinking men will agree 
with him. Effictency and fitness are the only 
possible reasons for sending a man to hold 
office in Porto Rico or the Philippines. The 
time for using distant possessions as places 
of refuge for political dependents and as- 
suming that any sort of bad government 
would be good enough for colonies is passed. 
It ended with the colonial power of Spain. 
It went out of fashion for Anglo-Saxon 
dependencies when England learned the les- 
son of the American Revolution and applied 
it elsewhere. With the sense of entering 
upon a new career in which their qualities 
are to be tested, which the mass of the 
American people surely have, notwithstand- 
ing their faith in themselves and their fu- 
ture, it cannot be possible that they should 
be content to set up governments for others 
on any lower plane of efficiency and politi- 
cal morality than that which they have 
evolved for themselves. The merit system 
is here established by law. The vast major- 
ity of our officeholders are subject to civil 
service rules. Security of tenure, regardless 
of politics, is the rule rather than the ex- 
ception. It is today, in spite of the some- 
times successful attempts of politicians to 
evade the law or limit its application, the 
American system, and such it will remain. 
Just how it may best be applied in our new 

ions is a matter of practical adjust- 
ment, but there should be no question that, 
as military rulers who have been selected 
with notable regard for fitness are super- 
seded by civilians, the new officers should 
be chosen with a like regard for their qual- 
ifications, and that they should be compelled 
to pick out their subordinates with one sole 
object in view—the establishment of the best 
government that intelligent and devoted 
men can give to a dependent people. 

Mr. Eaton sketches the development of 
the British civil service system that saved 
India, which was fast going to ruin under 
the spoils system, and points out how the 
success of the plan in India led to its adop- 
tion at home, and the overthrow of the prac- 
tice, formerly universal in England, of us- 
ing all offices as political rewards. We have 
gone beyond that in the direction of reform, 
and do not need a series of experiments to 
show the peril of having incompetent poli- 
ticilans in colonial office. We can perhaps 
profit by England's experience. Certainly 
we must profit by our own, and not have in 
Manila or San Juan a reaction from Wash- 
ington. We may even hope that England's 
good fortune may be ours, and, as she learned 
to rule herself better from ruling India well, 
so we, from ruling our dependencies in the 
light of our own best knowledge, may find 
our achievements there an example and an 
ee to us in our work of government 
at home.—New York Tribune. 


New Inventions Furnish Great Means 
of Employment. 

The best place to study the progress of the 
world is in the United States patent office. 
In this big building may be seen in a day's 
investigation the advance made in civiliza-. 
tion during the last century. The greatest 
progress, however, has been made during the 
last eighteen years, greater than during any 
similar period in the world's history. In 1880 
more applications were filed than during’ 
any year up to that date since the establish- 
ment of the Patent office. The total number 
of applications last year was 47,005. | 

Mr. Charles H. Duell, the present Commis- 
sioner of Patents, says that the total number 
of patents now exceeds 600,000. In 1897 it 
was 574,369, to 286,081 for France, 252,000 for 
Great Britain, 113,254 for Germany, and 139. 
742 for Belgium. Connecticut continues to 
be the home of the inventors, and last year 
got one patent for every 786 or her inhabi- 
tants. Next in order are Massachusetts, 
one to every 1,180; District of Columbia, one 
to every 1,316; New Jerscy, one to every 
1,877; Rhode Island, one to every 1,421; New 
York, one to every 1.585. The fewest pat- 
ents were granted in proportion to the num- 
ber of inhabitants in the following States: 
South Carolina, one to every 17,397: Missis- 
sipni, one to every 16,120; Alabama, one to 
— 15,598, and Georgia, one to every 14,- 


In a recent interview with Mr. William E. 
Curtis, Mr. Duell undertook to show that 
labor-saving machinery did not deprive peo- 
ple of employment, as generally supposed. 
Asked as to what inventions had the high- 
est commercial value, Mr. Duell gave the 
following information, of great interest to 
every American who takes pleasure in 
watching the progress of his country: 

“The cotton gin, the sewing machine, the 
self-binding harvester, barb-wire fencing, 
the roller flour mill, sulphite paper process, 
the telephone, the application of electricity 
to Nght and power, the typewriter, the bi- 
cycle, photography, the cash register, 
aluminium and basic steel process, by which 
they produce steel from phosphorus, and 
therefore capable of being worked when 
cold. The fear that these labor-saving in- 
ventions which have revolutionized industry 
would deprive people of employment has not 
been realized. On the contrary, they have 
opened new fields and created a demand for 
labor that is unprecedented. In manu- 
facturing industries the capital invested in- 
creased over 129 per cent from 1880 to 1890, 
or from $2,780,766,895 to 86. 100, 307 788. The 
number of employés increased from 2,700,- 
732 to 4,476,884, The average yearly wages 
of employés, which in 1859 was but $247, in- 
creased to $429 in 1890. I believe the next 
century will show even a greater increase 
than during the present decade. 

The typewriter alone has furnished em- 
ployment for hundreds of thousands of wom- 
en, has increased the consumption of sta- 
tionery to an extent that cannot be con- 
ceived, and has contributed enormously to 
the revenues of the postal service. These 
of the typewriter is universal among busi- 
ness houses and professional men. A state- 
ment was published a year ago that in thir- 
ty-four office buildings in New York City 
3,426 were in use. Agencies for the sale of 
typewriters, dealers in supplies, and schools 
for teaching their use are found in every 
town. There was no report of this i 
in the census of 1880, but in the census of 
1890 there were 1,081 schools, with over 
57,000 pupils, nearly all of them women. 
Since then the industry has enlarged 
enormously. The exports of typewriters for 
the last year were valued at $1,566,914.

AMERICAN MILLIONAIRE 
OFFERS TO ENGINEER 
LARGE RUSSIAN LOAN. 


Announced in St. Petersburg That a 
Hr. Ivins. Stands Ready to Furnish 
Funds Needed by the Czar—Probably 
New-Yorker. 


* 
St. Petersburg, Dec. 19.—An official agency 
here issues the following announcement: 

“The United States Charge d' Affaires, H. 
H. D. Pierce, has communicated to the Min- 
istry of Finance a proposal by Mr. Ivina, 
the representative of a group of financiers, 
to make a large loan to Russia. The de- 
cision of M. de Witte, the Finance Minis- 
ter, is not known.“ 

New York, Dec. 19.— [Special. I— Willlam 
M. Ivins is a corporation lawyer of New 
York, who for a number of years has been 
prominently identified with syndicates of 
various kinds. He is a multi-millionaire, 
with large interests in South America, and 
has promoted many enterprises there. 

His name has been before the public more 
recently perhaps with the Ivins Syndicate 
Building, the largest skyscraper in New 
York, which stands on Park row opposite the 
postoffice and runs through to Ann street. 
It is twenty-eight stories high, 315 feet. 

Mr. Ivins was City Chamberlain under 
Mayor Strong, and has been an occasional 
editorial writer on the New York Sun. 

When seen tonight Mr. Ivins refused abso- 
lutely to confirm or deny the report. I have 
nothing to say, he declared. . 

Nevertheless, a close friend of Mr. Ivins 
said that negotiations relative to a loan are 
going on. 

Among the banking houses approached by 
those seeking to place a Russian loan is that 
of J. & W. Seligman & Co. Isaac N. Selig- 
man of that firm said today: 

„Several bankers have been communicat- 
ed with regarding the placing of a Russian 
loan, our house among others. My opinion 
is that at present such an attempt is pre- | 
mature, although: in time the floating. of 
such a loan here is not improbable. 


„Outside of the securities held by sev- | 


eral of the large life insurance companies, 
amounting to between $6,000,000 and $7,000,- 
000, I do not believe that American investors 
have any Russian bonds. The Russian 4 
per cent bonds sell at above par. Investors 
on this side prefer to buy prime American 
railway bonds, instead of subscribing to 
European loans. : 

The loan offered to us was fora railroad, 
principal and interest guaranteed by the 
Russian government, amounting to about 
$10,000,000, with. the possibility of other 
per cent bonds being offered later.“ f 
The Russian government is particularly 
anxious to raise money with which to com- 
plete the Transsiberian railroad.

Cracks in Armory Walls. 

Since the St, Charles Air Line in Sixteenth 
street was reopened a few days ago cracks 
have appeared in the east and west walls of 
the First Regiment Armory large enough to 
cause fears for the safety of the structure. 
In the east or front wall there are two clefts 
plainly visible from the opposite side of the 
street. These crevices, starting from the 
topmost portholes, extend downward in ir- 
regular lines some thirty feet to the stone- 
work below the brick. The cracks are wide 
enough to allow of the insertion of a man's 
hand, and are five or six inches deep. 

It was not realized how serious the dam- 
age to the building is till the rain of yester- 
day caused a quantity of water to flood the 
upper floors, | 

The two cracks at the other end of the ar- 
mory are of more formidable proportions. 
From the top of the building they extend 
about thirty-five feet downward. They are 

fifteen feet apart and practically parallel 

Major Sanborn said that he had noticed 
that cracks had appeared in the walls of 
the armory building a few days ago. They 
were Ae insignificant at that 
time. * | ti

The armory was built in 1890, partially 
burned on April 25, 1883, and rebuilt in 1804.

Turner, Lieutenant Colonel George V. Lau- 
man, and Captain A. L. Beil.

St. Paul, Minn., Dec. 19.—{Special.]—The ruling 
of the Minneapolis Supreme Court in the suit of 
Thomas F. McCarty against the New York Life 
Insurance company disposes of an important point. 
McCarty took out a policy on the representation 
of an agent, but when he read it over found it did 
not read as the agent had promised it would. He 
thereupon sued to recover the amount of his note. 
The company claimed that the contract could not be 
canceled because McCarty had had the benefit of 
insurance for six weeks. The court says: 

** In an action to rescind a contract of life insur- 
ance, on the ground of the oral fraudulent repre- 
sentations of the insurance agent who took the ap- 
plication as to the terms of the policy, which the 
insured, relying on the representation, did not read 
until six weeks afterward, when he, for the first 
time actually discovered the fraud. 

“ Held, that the fraudulent representations con- 
stituted a ground for rescission, although the policy 
proved that no statements, promises, or informa- 
tion made or given by the person soliciting or tak- 
ing the application for a policy should bind the 
company or affect its rights unless reduced to 
writing and presented in the application to the offi- 
cers of the company at the home office. Also that 
upon the evidence the questions whether the agent 
made the alleged false representations, and, if so, 
whether the insured had lost his right of rescission 
by negligence and unreasonable delay in not sooner 
discovering the fraud, were for the jury. Also, 
that the fact that the insured may have been negli- 
gent in relying on the representations of the agent 
without examining the application and policy 
would be no defense to an action for recession. 
Also, that when tue right to rescind a contract 
springs from subsequently discovered fraud the 
defrauded party does not lose his right to rescind 


because the contract has been partly performed 
and the parties cannot be fully restored to their 
former position. affirmed."’

CHANGES IN MARINE RISKS. 


New Methods to Be Introduced Into In- 
 gurance on the Lakes—Under- 
— writers Lose Money. 


Radical changes are coming in marine in- 
surance on the great lakes during the next 
season. The companies have lost money 
for the last two or three years and new 
methods will be begun. F. P. Gordon, who 
has represented the firm of Johnson & Hig- 
gins on the lakes, was in the city yesterday. 

„The great mass of insurance, both hull 
and cargo, has been carried by the companies 
at a rate that was much too low for the last 
three years,“ he said. The companies have 
lost money, and have gone deeply into their 
reserve funds. Last year the McCurdy- 
Prime syndicate suffered the bulk of the 
losses, but this year Johnson & Higgins have 
taken the major portion of the disasters. 
The rate has been much too low, and it will 
probably be greater next year. 

As for wooden boats, the owners must 
be made coinsurers. It would be a hard mat- 
ter to lower values on these craft to a basis 
of their actual earning capacity, and the 
underwriters must take the risk for only a 
part of each craft, and the owner shoulder 
the responsibility for the remainder. 

What the vesselmen need is a system 
of insurance brokerage, Mr. Gordon con- 
tinued. ‘“‘ This system has prevailed in the 
East and in Engiand for many years, and 
ought to be generally practiced on the lakes. 
To the general vessel owner, insunance is 
but one of many items in his business. He 
knows little of its workings, whereas the 
underwriter, to whom he goes with his busi- 
ness, is an expert on it. He has to take the 
agent’s word for everything, and does not 
get the best results in his business. If he 
placed his insurance with a broker, who 
was fully up to the business, he would get far 
better results. The insurance agent who 
handles the risks for the owner is placed 
between his companies and his ratron, and 
the patron suffers as a matter of course. 
The conflicting interests become still further 
mixed when the agent is also the chartering 
party for the vessel in question. 

“The American companies have settled 
back and allowed the syndicates of English 
companies to take all the business away 
from them for three years. They will be 
able to come back again when rates go up 


and some satisfactory arrangement is made 


for the owner's coinsurance of wooden 
boats.”’
